Some com m entators have tried to rem ain calm as 
they put relief adm inistration under their micro­ 
scopes. 
They have asserted the problem cannot b* 
solved by the mere assertion 
th a t adm inistration 
should be turned back to th e states.

pointed out there Is no assurance sta te or local poli­ 
ticians would bring to the work any higher sense of 
ethics th an th a t shown by federal employes.
